THE TEXAS & PACIFIC BAILWAY. 

The new and important highway across 
the Continent, the. Texas & Pacific Rail- 
road, is now in a fair way to be built at 
once, the entire road having lately passed 
into the hands of prominent Eastern and 
European capitalists, with Colonel Thomas 
A. Scott as President, and General G. M. 
Dodge, under whose skilful supervision 
the Union Pacific was built, as Chief En- 
gineer in charge of construction, The 
read will be commenced from both termi- 
nj, and will be pushed with energy until 
finished. This road is what has hereto- 
fore been known as the Southern Pacific, 
and extends from Shreveport, Louisiana, 
on the Red River, to San Diego, Califor- 
pia, a distance of 1,400 miles. Ita 
route is near the 32d parallel, pass- 
ing through Marshall, Dallas, and Fort 
Worth, on the Southern Division: and 
Jefferson, Clarksville, Paris, Sherman, 
and Denton, on the Northern Division. 
From Fort Worth the line runs to El 
Paso ; thence along the Gila to a crossing 
of the Colorado near Fort Yama; and 
thenge, by the most direct route, across 
California to San Diego, on the Pacific 
shore. The connections of the new line 
with Kansas City, St. Louis, and more 
Southern points, are already in running 
order. The Missouri, Kansas & Texus 
and the Atlantic & Pacific jein at 
Vanita, in the Indian Territory ; thence 
run south to the Red River, where they 
connect with the.
